SCALES' RIVER.SIDE STAKES. 

Despite the intense heat there was an enor- 
mous crowd at Harlem yesterday to witness the 
running of the Riverside Selling Stakes. This 
stake fixture is at seven furlongs under selling 
conditions, which means practically an owners' 
handicap, and on paper the seven horses entered 
seemed about on a par. Conse<]uently at post 
time it was 3^ to 1 aud take your pick. 

The result of this contest goes to show bow 
uncertain racing is. On paper it seemed that 
the horse that won would have to stretch bis 
neck to the very limit, and Scales, considering 
his last performance at Hawthorne, hardly fig- 
ured to have a chance. Still, Scales won, and 
won with the greatest ease, thereby knocking 
form calculations on this race into a “cocked 
hat.” 

Scales belongs to Pat Dunne, who bears an 
excellent reputation on the turf. His honesty 
in racing horses has never been questioned. 
But after the colt came home in front of a good 
lot of three-year-olds, in the face of his poor 
showing at Hawthorne July 23, when he was a 
stanch public favorite at 3 to 5 over an ordinary 
lot, set some of the scandal mongers’ tongues to 
wagging. Winkfield rode Scales, and after the 
field had gone a sixteenth of a mile it was 
evident to those that watched the race closely 
that the boy was aware of the fact that be was 
on the best horse, and ho naturally proceeded 
to take matters easily. Down the backstretch 
Scales was simply “buck jumping” in fourth 
place, and Winkfield hold him back cleverly 
until the stretch was reached, when he went to 
the front like a flash, eventually winning with 
the greatest of ease by two open lengths from 
The Lady. Scales opened at 3 to 1 aud receded 
in the betting to 7 to 1. so it is evident that Mr. 
Dunne, or in fact very few others, benefited by 
his sudden return to his best form. 

Not only was Scales' sudden improvement a 
facer to the followers of form, but it was liardly 
as sharp as was the improvement of L. D. Fra- 
zeo’s Rowland— Francos Nichols colt Dandy 
Jim. This colt was badly beaten by ordinary 
youngsters at three-quarters of a mile in 1:151 
the last time he started, August 21, at Haw- 
thorne, but yesterday he fairly romped home 
five and a half furlongs in the fast time of 1 
It may be that the difference in tracks brings 
about these sudden changes of form, but what- 
ever it is it certainly is exasperating to the 
rigid followers of form. 

Starter Dwyer seems to have left his good eye 
at Windsor when he came away and his work 
the last two days has been below his usual good 
average. Of course the fields were large, as a 
rule, yesterday and this lets the prince of start- 
ers out to some extent, but still only one good 
one is credited to him during the afternoon and 
that will hardly do for him. 

Mr. Dwyer’s good start came in the last race, 
which was a condition affair at one mile and 
seventy yards, won by John Baker, with The 
Lady in Blue second and Mint Sauce third. 

Etta has not been running well since her fall 
at W’akhington Park aud for ihis reason the 
ling took liberties with her, in with an ordinary 
lot at a mile and seventy yards. She was 
()Uoted at 6 to 1 in the opening betting, but 
under strong backing her price was cut to 4 to 1 
by post tune. The filly has evidently rounded 
to and she “delivered the goods ’ like a good 
one. 

There w’ere thirteen starters in the first race 
and eighteen in the second, and strange to say 
both events were won by 16 to 5 chances. Sortie 
l>eing the fortunate one in the first race aud 
John Grigsby in the second. 

Secretary Nathanson yesterday made known

TENNESSEE THOROUGHBREDS. 

A letter of recent date from Nashville to 
Morning Telegraph contains the following in- 
teresting items bearing on the young thorough- 
breds that may be expected from Tennessee 
within the next year or so : 

“Since Kinley Mack's two victories in the 
Brooklyn Handicap and the Suburban, General 
Jackson is fully persuaded that Luke Black- 
burn mares are the real thing and hereafter his 
fillies will not be offered at public sales. Old 
Luke Blackburn is in vigorous health, and on 
bis looks one would hardly believe that he has 
lived in the world a quarter of a century. In- 
spector B. is as frisky as a yearling calf, and 
looks almost good enough to go into training. 

“The sucklings at Belle Meade will be sepa- 
rated from their dams much earlier this year 
than formerly. Some breeders think the pow- 
ers of the dam are weakened by suckling her 
foal from the time it arrives until the first frost 
in October, and it may be that Gen. Jackson is 
of this opinion. A sale of brood-mares and 
young stock will take place at Belle Meade in 
the fall. 

“There are seventy- five sucklings at Belle 
Meade, half of them being colts. Duchess is 
with foal by Loyalist. Her yearling by Titho- 
nus sold in New York for $7,000. She has a foal 
at foot by Huron. Madison was bred to seven- 
teen mares in the spring, while thirty visited 
the paddock of Loyalist. Some of the best 
mares at the Meade are with foal by Huron, 
full brother to Q.W. Johnson, sire of Lieutenant 
Gibson. Huron is kept in the paddock formerly 
occupied by Iroquois, his sire. 

“Maddalo. son of Prince Fonso, made his first 
season in the stud near Nashville, this year. 
Only three of Prince Fonso’s get were trained 
and each proved a good winner on the track. 

“Addie C. II., dam of Sidney Lucas, is thought 
to be safely with foal by Top Gallant. She 
slipped a foal by Ornus last March. Addie C. 
II. is the property of J. M. Johnson, who is rac- 
ing a .string of horses on the Canadian circuit. 
Johnson bred Sidney Lucas and sold him to 
Thompson Bros. 

“Prime Minister filled a limited book at St. 
Blaise, Tenn.. this year. Irksome, a very fast 
mare in her day, and winner of many races, is 
thought to be with foal by him. This mare 
missed to the embrace of Sam W’eller this year. 
During her racing career she met the celebrated 
mare Imp a time or two, and had the honor of 
defeating her in a race. Irksome is owned by 
Cumberland Park’s popular secretary, J. W'. 
Russwurm, who is ambitious to become the pro- 
prietor of a stable of good racehorses of his own 
breeding, 

“Bangle will go into the stud at Avondale 
when they are through racing him. He is a 
hardy little horse, full of quality, and is of the 
tribe founded by the immortal Levity. The 
famous mare Ida Pickwick is thouglit to be 
safely wdth foal by Himyar. the premier stallion 
at Avondale. Tommy Atkina’ sire, Masetto, is 
in the stud at this farm. 

“The yearlings by Ornus, soon to be sent to 
New York, are a very handsome lot of young- 
sters. Ornus is siring big, strong looking colts

H. W. Fitzwilliam, stewards; Mr. H. T. Bar- 
clay, Due de la Force, Lord Harowood, Mr. 
Houldsworth, Mr. Arthur James, Mr. J. W. Lar- 
noch, Mr. Lowther, Sir E. Paget and Prince 
Soltykoff. Mr. Fitzwilliam said that the stew- 
ards had been asked if a gelding could be en- 
tered for the Epsom Derby, and acting on pre- 
cedent, if the club saw no objection to that 
course, they intended to reply in the affirmative. 
This was agreed to. 

W. K. Vanderbilt, Sr., has maintained a rac- 
ing stud near Paris for some time. The mares 
that he bought some years ago from Pierre Lor- 
illard were the beginning of it. It has for some 
time been hoped that he would either transfer 
his stud to this country or start another one 
here, and his acceptance of the presidency of 
the Coney Island Jockey Club on the 
death of Colonel Kip gave some color to the 
report that he intended doing so. Up to the 
present time no definite plans have been formed, 
though the rumor has sprung up again 
that he is seriously thinking about it. Mr. 
Vanderbilt attended the races at Sheepshead 
Bay once or twice during the June meeting, but 
he nearly always manages to do this every year, 
though he is very seldom seen at any of the 
other metropolitan race courses.— New York 
Herald.
